liberal display of flags which 
stand out as a challenge to wick- 
ed falsehood, treachery and de- 
ceit, should serve as: a reminder 
to.all aliens who gaze upon them. 

Let_the:flags fly. And now 
_ that our cousins to the south 
have joined forcés with Britain 
and her allies in the great fight 
against tyrany and autocracy let 
us not be too particular about 
the international law regarding 
the hoisting of foreign flags in 
our country. If American born 
citizens in this country wish to 
» show their approval, of their 
country’s actions, let them run 

» up their country’s flag. Let the 
-Union Jack and the Stars .and 
Stripes be unfurled’ side by side 
as the people whom they repre-

LIFE IN NORTHWEST — 


A Writer Tells Of the Ri the Remote Districts | 
' of Canada ' | 

Interesting details of life in the 
North-West and of the unexploited 
natural resources to be found there, 
were told by Capt. Charles A. Rheault, 
Inspector Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police, of Fort Fitzgerald, Great Slave 
River. ° 

“The fur-traders, the police and oc- 
cahionally a few trappers, are the only 
white men up ‘there,” ‘said Capt. 
Rheault. “In the summer, when we 
patrol, we go by canoe up the river, 
i the winter we use dog teams. 

“I started with Corp. Joy, two In- 
dians arid two teams of dogs, five in 
each, from Fort F’tzgerald. We went 
to 65 latitude north, and back again, 
covering a distance of 2,100 miles in 
87 days. 

We followed the river to Fort Re- 
solution, then over Great Slave Lake, 
through the north arm, through the 
bush country, to Mackenzie River. We 
found the Indians had been suffering 
greatly through scarcity of game. The 
wavis, the big geese, had not appeared 
last year, and there had been fewer 
moose and caribou. We came across 
two trappers, a Scotchman and an 
Englishman, Stevenson and Muirhead, 
in the mouth of the Black Water River, 
who had not seen a white man for five 
months. : 

“It is not the low temperature that 
makes the going so hard, it is the aw- 
We wear snowshoes 
all the time, the dogs wear moccasins. 

Copper, oil, salt, sulphur and gyp- 
sum are to be found up there. D. A. 
Thomas, the Welsh coal magnate, has 
some oll claims staked out northwest 
of Great Slave River. There’s every- 
thing to befound if the men with the 
money could get there, But expenses 
and difficulties of transportation are 
enormous. In the Coppermine River 
district, the Esquimaux make arrow- 
heads and tools from the native cop-

At an eleyation of 1,500 feet on a 
clear day a fire 60 miles away in any 
direction is visible to the naked. eye. 
It isn’t a case of finding a fire, but to 
locate it correctly is the job. Smoke 
will show up very plainly from the 
air. Mr. Vilas reports that during a 
flight across Lake Michigan from St. 
Joe, Mich. he was completely out 
out of sight of land, or anything else 
for that matter, for over three-quar- 
ters of an hour, and at an altitude of 
4,600 feet. The first thing he saw 
was the smoke from the South Chi- 
cago Rolling Mills. This was in sight 
over ten minutes before any shore 
line was visible at all. ~

‘ee Often Contains Germé—How Bes 
To Chill, 


Whether you, will find ft harmful 
to take chilled water with your meals 
fepends considerably on your habits 
of mastication, But one thing {s cer- 
tain—the general health of the family 
(tn warmer weather, when every one is 
ore or less addicted to the “ice 
water habit,” depends considerably on 
the manner in which the housewife 
buys ice and how the “ice water” is 
chilled, There {a little doubt that 
water rendered cold by dropping into 
it chopped Ice is very often harmful, 
If the ice happens to be not absolutely 
ure—and much ice is not--it contains 
naumerable germs, fFreesing ' does 
mot destroy these germs. 

The only safe method is to cll 
water, not to ‘ice it. Either distilled 
or boiled water which has been al- 
lowed to cool is placed next the ice 
fn bottles and served when chilled. 
One ingenious mother, realizing the 
Great temptation of chipping ice and 
dropping it hastily into the water on 
& warm day, keepa a goodly supply 
of chilled water on the sideboard al- 
ways. 

This its her method: She boils 
water every morning, chills part of 
{t—as much as the refrigerator will 
permit—and peurs some of it into a 
vacuum bottle, which is kept on the 
sideboard. The rest of the boiled 
water is kept on ice. But there is 
always sufficient to keep the vacuum 
carafe, filled, and even little Billy, 
rushing in ‘breathlessly for a cold 
drink, doesn’t know the temptation of 
going to the refrigerator and cooling 
himself rapidly with the ald of the 
lee pick.
